Greetings to the EVANGEL readers everywhere: It is a 
real pleasure to visit you again. Thousands have gone 
into eternity, some saved forever, others lost for all eter- 
nity, since last week. Let us be thankful to God for His 
abundant mercies to us. Let us pray. 

“Our heavenly Father, we are thankful that the grace 
of God that bringeth salvation hath appeared for all men. 
Help us Christians to know that our complete salvation 
is nearer than when we first believed, and may the sin- 
ners realize that they cannot escape the damnation of 
their souls if they neglect so great salvation. Amen.” 

Now may we consider what salvation is. Salvation is: 

1. According to the Hebrew and Greek words, deliver- 
ance, preservation, and healing. It is one of the most in- 
clusive words of the gospel, incorporating such redemp- 
tive acts and processes as: forgiveness, grace, propitiation, 
imputation, justification, redemption, sanctification, and 
glorification. 

2. Of God. Yes, salvation is of God, our heavenly Fa- 
ther, against whom the whole world had sinned and 
trespassed. Yet John says, “For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, but have everlasting life.” 
Paul tells us, “God has not appointed us unto wrath, but 
to obtain salvation by our Lord Jesus Christ.” Peter said, 
“The Lord is not slack concerning his promises, as some 
men count slackness; but is longsuffering to usward, not 
willing that any should perish, but that all should come to 
repentance.” So the only thing that will prevent your hav- 
ing salvation is your failure to repent. It simply means 
repent and be saved; refuse to repent and be lost. 

3. Through the vicarious death and shed blood of Jesus. 
Notice the prophecy of Jesus, “And I, if I be lifted up 
from the earth, will draw all men unto me. This he said, 
signifying what death he should die,” John explains. Then 
you remember that Jesus said, in John 3:14, “As Moses 
lifted up the serpent in the wilderness, even so must the 
Son of man be lifted up.” Paul says that Jesus “gave him- 
self for our sins, that he might deliver us from this pres- 
ent evil world according to the will of God and our Father.” 

4. Impossible through any other than Jesus. Acts 4:12. 

5. Is NOT by our own works alone. Eph. 2:9. Here is a 
required effort, however, and the reward: “With the 
mouth confession is made unto salvation.” 

6. Reaches us through the channels of GRACE, LOVE, 
MERCY. Eph. 2:5; Rom. 5:8; Titus 3:5. 

If you are not SAVED, get SAVED, for “Unto them that 
look for him shall he appear the second time without sin 
unto salvation.” If you are in sin, at death or at His com- 
ing, it will be too late. “Now is the day of salvation.” 





MOTHERS WAGE WAR AGAINST ENEMY 
ON HOME FRONT 


On the night of January 29, between seven and eight 
o’clock, practically every house in Cleveland, that had a 
porch light, was lit up, and it was my understanding that 
this was the case in Chattanooga and many other cities 
throughout the United States. These lights signified to 
scores of mothers who left their home duties and took to 
the sidewalks throughout the cities, that they were not 
only expected but were welcomed; yes, welcome to receive 
donations large and small to go into a great national fund 
to be used in fighting one of the most dreaded, feared 
enemies of our children of all times—poliomyelitis. This 
dreadful enemy has left crippled, maimed, and paralyzed, 
some to recover and some never to recover, some 30,000 
boys and girls throughout the United States as its toll for 
1950. It goes without saying that these mothers really had 
their hearts in this house-to-house battle against polio- 
myelitis; and not only that, but the mothers and fathers 
in the homes whose lights were welcoming them to re- 
ceive donations, were in the battle with equally as much 
vigor and fervency, for they, like the mothers who were 
soliciting the money so greatly needed to carry on the 
fight against this heartless enemy, polio, were either 
thinking of what it had done to their children or the chil- 
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dren of some neighbor home, or was lurking nearby or in 
the offing to attack their own children. Coincidental or not, 
Sister Bright and I had just finished reading a story in 
the Post about Governor Warren’s daughter, Nina, sev- 
enteen years old, whom they call “Honey Bear,” be- 
ing stricken with poliomyelitig on the very day of his over- 
whelming, victorious re-election as governor of California. 
We, children and all, somehow lived over this tragic ex- 
perience sympathetically with the magnificent Warren 
family, who so much appreciated the letters from ten 
thousand kind-hearted sympathizers, who wrote in tell- 
ing them that they were praying for them, that Governor 
Warren said, “Their prayers helped a lot; I know they 
helped.” This, and thoughts of some of our dearest loved 
ones, some who are elderly and have been afflicted ever 
since their youth with poliomyelitis, and others, our chil- 
dren, were occupying our time while we waited for the 
soldier mother against the juvenile enemy, to honor our 
house by a visit for the modest sum of money we had for 
her. There was also in my heart, and I am sure in Sister 
Bright’s heart, and perhaps in the hearts of the children 
as well, prayer and praise—praise unto God for His kind 
providence that has protected our children during our 
years of struggle, responsibility, and certainly some sacri- 
fice in bringing up eight children; that He has protected 
them from poliomyelitis, although they were no better 
than thousands of children who were subjected to it. Then, 
there was the prayer in our hearts that God would bless 
all those who are now suffering from this brutal, ravish- 
ing, paralyzing horror, and protect our own children and 
all children from its merciless attack. Yes, our prayer is 
that the war the brave-hearted mothers are waging 
against poliomyelitis will be joined by more and more, 
and that every device and means and method possible 
will be marshalled in such an overpowering blitzkrieg on 
this enemy of our youth that he will be conquered and 
abolished from the face of the earth, never to be heard of 
again, and God grant that this will be soon.

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ELIJAH and ELISHA 


2 Kings 2:1-14 
By Rev. G. C. Spencer, Pastor at Talladega, Ala. 


Amid many discouragements Elijah 
had accomplished a great work for 
the Lord. He had grown old in the 
service of God, and Israel had been 
blessed in many ways by this great 
— of God. Wicked kings had 

een rebuked; fire had been called 
down from heaven; and the claims of 
the true God were vindicated through 
his holy life. But Elijah’s life and 
work had come to an end in this 
world. He was to go to heaven in the 
chariot of God. One who, by his coun- 
sel and example, meant more to the 
safety and independence of Israel 
than all their chariots and horses 
was to be taken away. But Israel was 
not to be left without a prophet. God 
is always careful to provide leaders 
for His great work. en Moses’ life 
came to an end, “the word of the 
Lord came to Joshua, Moses’ minis- 
ter,” calling him to accomplish the 
great task of settling the Israelites 
in the land of Canaan. Now Elisha is 
to fill the place of Elijah. He is to be 
successor to one who has been re- 
spected as the prophet of Jehovah. 
Could he fill the place? Could he 
continue to impress a people so prone 
to wandering that their departure 
from the true worship of God would 
continue to result in punishment? 
Could he do it? I have a feeling that 
Elisha realized his inability in his 
own strength, and at once was 
brought face to face with his need. 
If he is to accomplish anything, it 
must be through the strength and 
power of God. He must have the 
anointing and power of the Holy 
Ghost in his life. 

O Lord, help us today to realize 
that we need this great anointing if 
we are to accomplish anything for 
God and His church. 

First, to be truly great in the serv- 
ices of God, we must become little in 
our own eyes and refuse to accept 
anything as a substitute for the Holy 
Spirit’s anointing. We must seek 
earnestly to be endued with the com- 
pelling power of the Holy Ghost that 
so characterized the lives of the dis- 
ciples after Pentecost. 

“And it came to pass, when they 
were gone over, that Elijah said unto 
Elisha, Ask what I shall do for thee, 
before I be taken away from thee. 
And Elisha said, I pray thee, let a 
double portion of thy spirit be upon 
me. And he said, Thou hast asked a 
hard thing: nevertheless, if thou see 
me when I am taken from thee, it 
shall be so unto thee; but if not, it 
shall not be so,” 2 Kings 2:9, 10. This 
sign was a test of Elisha’s earnest- 
ness. If he were determined earnestly 
to receive this favor, he would be 
‘very careful not to permit his atten- 
tion to be withdrawn from the proph- 
et Elijah. So I can well imagine that 
his eyes were glued to Elijah from 
that moment. 
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So must we keep our eyes on Jesus 
who said He would send us another 
Comforter (John 14:16), and that He 
— would be with us unto the 
end. 

The determination with which 
Elisha followed Elijah is shown from 
the first verse through the fourteenth 
verse. He refused to turn aside. We 
need more men and women today 
with the staying qualities of Elisha, 
people who are determined to satisfy 
themselves with nothing short of 
God’s best. Elisha was requested to 
tarry at Gilgal, which means “circle.” 
He refused to stay. “As the Lord liv- 
eth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not 
leave thee.” But many are now tarry- 
ing in the place of “circle,” still in the

; 1 Saw It in the Sky! 


One of my boyhood pastimes 
was to visit an airport in Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn. The field was 
near my home; so, many hours 
were spent there. It was always 
a thrill to stand behind an air- 
plane and feel the air pressure 
created by the propeller, to say 
nothing of getting both eyes 
filled with dust. Then the plane 
would streak across the field and 
take to the air like a big bird. 

But speaking of thrills, the 
greatest thrill came when I per- 
suaded the pilot to take a little 
parachute, made of a handker- 
chief, and to throw it out high 
in the sky. The pilot threw it 
out, and I shouted with glee, 
“There it is. Don’t you see it?” 
There came my little parachute 
drifting earthward back to me. 

My friends, years ago a group 
of humble men stood on Mt. 
Olives and saw something pre- 
cious take to the air and then 
vanish. Since that time, men all 
over the world have been look- 
ing skyward, not for a plane, 
not for a little parachute, but 
» for the return of the Lord Jesus. 
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same place where they were many 
years ago when first saved. Let us 
move forward, seeking higher ground 
and a deeper spiritual walk with the 
Lord. So they went on and came to 
Bethel together. Here the sons of the 
prophets came unto Elisha and said 
unto him, “Knowest thou that the 
Lord will take away thy master from 
thy head today?” And he answered, 
“Yea, I know it; hold ye your peace.” 
And here again he is admonished by 
Elijah to tarry, but surely Elisha is 
not stopping here. Bethel means 
“house of God,” and is a wonderful 
place to stop, but not for too long. 
Everyone should go to church today 
and worship the Lord, then we should 
get enough fire and glory in our souls 
to go out and lead the lost to Jesus. 
But some tarry in one place and 
never get further blessings after their 
conversion, and there is no wonder 
they become so dry until they are 
ready for the burning. We can no 
more live on past blessings, spiritual- 
ly, than we can live physically were 
we to decide never to eat another 
meal. 

When they arrived at Jericho, 
known as the city of palm trees, 
Elijah announced his intention of 
proceeding to Jordan. “Tarry, I pray 
thee, here; for the Lord hath sent me 
to Jordan.” But surely this was not 
the place for Elisha to become dis- 
couraged and risk losing the “double 
portion.” This was not the end of the 
journey. No, no, he must go on. May 
God help us in these troubled times 
of war, bloodshed, hate, and coldness, 
not to become discouraged, but to 
press forward “toward the mark for 
the prize of the high calling of God 
which is in Christ Jesus.” “And they 
two went on.” Let us imagine these 
two as they approach Jordan. The 
muddy and high angry waters form 
no more of a barrier for Elijah and 
Elisha than they previously had 
formed for Joshua and the children 
of Israel. “And Elijah took his mantle 
and smote the waters, and they were 
divided hither and thither so that 
they two went over on dry ground.” 
Here is the consummation of the 
journey. Elisha is being counselled by 
Elijah when suddenly there appeared 
the chariot of fire which was to take 
Elijah into heaven; but Elisha’s eyes 
are glued to him. Elijah is going up, 
up, up, higher and higher he ascends. 
Could it be that Elisha has followed 
in vain? Has he been left deserted on 
the far side of the Jordan? Has his 
request for the “double portion” of 
Elijah’s anointing been in vain? As 
he watches Elijah go out of sight, he 
spies something that is falling. What 
is it? It is the mantle of Elijah. As it 
falls, Elisha’s faith is strengthened. 
This was the pledge that the double 
portion of Elijah’s spirit would rest 
upon him. May we look steadfastly to 
Jesus who has ascended to the Father 
but has left us a promise of power to 
cast out devils and to heal the sick 
and to do many other wonderful 
things in His name. Let us not tarry 
at the many stopping places along 
the way, but may we seek to become 
a blessing to our church, to our com- 
munity, to our city, and to a lost 
world as Elijah and Elisha were.

NOTICE TO MISSIONARIES 


I am sure you have noticed the signs 
PREPARE TO MEET GOD along the 
highways in many states. This is the 
work of our Brother H. H. Mayes, of 
Middlesboro, Kentucky. Brother Mayes 
writes that the Lord blessed him with 
finance to put around $3,500 (count- 
ing material and labor) into this 
kind of* work during the year 
1950. He now wishes to con- 
tribute to the foreign fields in this 
global work. Following is a letter to 
the missionaries from Brother Mayes, 
offering his road signs, postpaid, to 
the foreign countries. 

“Dear Missionary: 

“T am offering to ship to you, upon 
request (as quickly as I can), material 
for erecting a sign, PREPARE TO 
MEET GOD, free and postpaid; also, I 
will give $5.00 for each one erected to 
help in your mission work. I should 
like for the sign to be erected any- 
where along the highway where the 
masses of people can get the benefit 
of it. The main thing I am deeply in- 
terested in is that it be placed where 
as many people as possible will read 
it. I prefer to make them in the Eng- 
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lish language; but, if you desire, I 
will consider any language you prefer. 
The sign will be 10 feet tall, the cross- 
piece 7 feet, and width of strip 26 
inches. It is a plain cross made of 
aluminum corrugated sheeting. The 
letters are made of copper, 8 by 6 by 
134 inches and the strip riveted to the 
aluminum. Find a barn or outbuilding 
along the highway tall enough to 
nail a plain cross on made of alumin- 
um 10 feet tall, 7-foot crosspiece, on 
26-incn strip.

We have come to the end of an- 
other month and also the close of 
our convention. I cannot say how 
thankful I am to you and the Mission 
Board for sending Reverend J. B.

Never in the history of Barba- 
dos have so many people been attract- 
ed to religious meetings as have been 
coming to our convention. About

seek Christ as their Saviour. Thous- 
ands have been prayed for to be 
healed. Blind eyes have been opened; 
the dumb and deaf have been healed; 
and many cripples have been made 
to walk without their crutches or 
sticks. Four hundred and forty-two 
have been baptized in water and over 
300 have been received into the 
Church. 

Brother Walker, our greatest need 
now is more good workers to help us 
look after the converts. Since the 
convention, through the meetings of 
our beloved Brother Reesor, many re- 
fined people are now looking to our 
church, and we need a good Spirit- 
filled young man and his wife to 
help our church to move forward. The 
crowds have not only been large, but 
they have given very generously, sc 
that our convention expenses are tak- 
en care of without being so heavy a 
burden, as is usually the case, and 
we have been able to get a nice love 
offering for Brother Reesor, which 
makes me feel glad. Every person in 
Barbados is hoping that he will come 
again to be with us for a longer period. 
We were also very pleased to have 
Bishop Stoppe with us. He was a 
great blessing to us. It was a time of 
great refreshing in the Lord. Please 
help us pray that the Lord will send 
a couple here to help us out.—Faith- 
fully yours, J. B. Winter, Fontabelle, 
Bridgetown, Barbados, B. W. I.

Now, here is the Divine Word, not 
mine, remember, about them. He 
shows why He spoke in parables. “Be- 
cause it is given to you to know the 
mysteries of the kingdom of heaven, 
but to them it is not given.” What 
have we here? “It is given to you to 
know.” That is simple enough, surely. 
But what is given us to know? “The 
mysteries of the kingdom of heaven.” 
Then, let me ask you, in all tender- 
ness: Do you understand these mys- 
teries of the kingdom of heaven? 
What do you say? No! Then, why not? 
Is it because you do not think it was 
ever possible for you to know these 
mysteries? Did the preacher tell you 
that? But now you will surely listen 
to your own Lord: “It is given to you 
to know the mysteries of the king- 
dom of heaven.” Did the Lord not 
really mean what He then said? “It 
is given to you to know.” Then you 
should know these mysteries. If not, 
why not? Is it really because you are 
not sufficiently interested in them? 
Surely, my dear friend, if you love 
Christ, the fact that your Lord has 
declared that “it is given unto you to 
know the mysteries of the kingdom 
of heaven” should be entirely suffi- 
cient for you. You must want to know, 
because Christ says that while to 
others it is not given, to you it is 
given to know these sacred mysteries. 
Then, let us now follow on to know 
the truth. 

We have here to understand how 
that when we begin to consider these 
two things, the kingdom and the 
church, we are in the presence of 
two wonderful mysteries. Thus our 
Lord speaks of “the mysteries of the 
kingdom of heaven,” while Paul 
speaks of the “mystery of the church 
which is the manifold wisdom of 
God.” Both of these are mysteries 
which the world may not understand. 
But it tis given to you to know them. 
And in order that we shall have clear 
understanding, let me first say that 
these two terms, “the kingdom” and 
“the church,” are not in any proper 


sense interchangeable... They..do. not. 
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Che Kingdom 
and the Church

both mean exactly the same thing. 
That cannot be, though it has come 
to be the fashion in Christendom to 
speak of them as if they were exactly 
the same. But it is not so in the Bible. 
The kingdom is a much more out- 
standing thing than the church ever 
will be. This may be definitely said. 
While the church is certainly in the 
kingdom, or rule of God, yet the king- 
dom is not the church. A considera- 
tion of certain clearly expressed Scrip- 
tures will make the fact plain. Let us 
first consider 

THE MYSTERY OF THE CHURCH 


I ask you to understand that the 
church, for which Christ died in order 
that it might be presented unto Him- 
self, is a very deep mystery, indeed. 
Here is what Paul says about it: “To 
me is this grace given to make all 
men see what is the fellowship of the 
mystery which, from the beginning of 
the world was hid in God; to the in- 
tent that now unto the principalities 
and powers in heavenly places might 
be known by the church the manifest 
wisdom of God,” Eph. 3:8. While in 
Romans 16:25 Paul also writes of the 
church as being “the revelation of the 
mystery, which was kept secret since 
the world began.” So, then, it is here 
we find that the church is a mystery, 
not revealed, but kept secret since 
the beginning of the world. But the 
apostle claims himself to have been 
specially favored in making the mys- 
tery known. He says, “Unto me, the 
least of all the apostles, is this grace 
given.” Therefore, the mystery is now 
made known. Until the time when the 
New Testament was written, it was a 
secret, hid in God from the beginning, 
but only at this time made known to 
the household of faith. 

Here you have a most significant 
feature in this connection. You may 
search right through the Old Testa- 
ment from beginning to end, but you 
will never find therein a single refer- 
ence to the church. Not once any- 
where, by any of the prophets, is the 
church mentioned. The reason is clear. 
It was not given to them to know. 
Only long after their day was it given 
unto one, who described himself as 
being the least of all apostles, the 
grace to make known the mystery 
which until then had been kept se- 
cret and hid in God. 
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EDITOR’S NOTE—Brother Gann was seme?

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Then we learn, also, that the first : 
reference to the church anywhere in cs 
the Bible is the one made by the Lord 
in Matt. 16:18, “Upon this rock I will d 
build my church; and the gates of s 
hell shall not prevail against it.” Christ 
here speaks of something He calls Ww 
“my church.” But when He spoke it el 
could not then have had any exist- in 
ence. The foundation had not been tt 
laid, because He speaks of something . 
He is going to do. “Upon this rock I tr 
will build my church.” pen 
Here you have one precious feature cc 
of the mystery of the church. It con- ec 
cerns the foundation. The Lord didn’t SI 
say, as the Romish Church has 


the foundation, Christ would buil 
His church. A somewhat shaky, un 
substantial foundation, Peter himself 
would have been the first to confess. 
It is “upon this rock.” What rock? 
Christ, or, as Peter had just been 
given of God to do, the confession of 
Christ. For it is with the heart man 
believeth unto righteousness, and with 
the mouth confession is made unio 
salvation. And concerning the great 
structure of the church, Paul says: 
“For other foundation can no man 
lay than that is laid, which is Jesus 
Christ.” 


So we are quite clear about the 
foundation of the church. But the 
church itself is never mentioned any- 
where in the Bible, until Christ ex- 
presses His determination to build His 
church upon the stated foundation. 
In fact, only in one other place, in 
the four Gospels, is the word “church” 
mentioned. That is in relation to the 
behaviour of those toward one an- 
other who have entered the church. 
You see the building had not been 
erected, not even the foundation had 
been laid, until after the death, burial, 
and resurrection of our Lord. Perhaps 
not even the apostles could then un- 
derstand, for the mystery had not at 
that time been revealed. There were 
many things Christ had to tell them, 
but He said, “Ye cannot bear them 
now. Howbeit when he the Spirit of 
truth, is come, he will guide you into 
all truth, and he will show you things 
to come,” John 16:12. 
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Then, to understand the mystery of by 
the church, we must go to the epistles, Ch: 
unto those to whom it was given a) * wo! 
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make it known. We thus clearly see 
that the church had no existence be- 
fore Pentecost. By the completion of 
the atoning work of Christ, the foun- 
dation had been well and truly laid. 
On the day of Pentecost, the Spirit of 
God came with a mighty rush upon 
the waiting company of men and 
women gathered together in the up- 
per room. The church of Jesus Christ 
was then formed. The Spirit falling 
upon them united them into one body, 
and all that have been truly joined 
unto them ever since have all been 
baptized into the same Spirit. They 
have been really born again of the 
Spirit of God and begotten truly unto 
a living hope by the precious seed of 
the Word of God. And the Spirit bears 
witness with their spirit that they are 
the children of God. That is another 
wonderful feature of the divine mys- 
tery of the church, but it is one every- 
body born of the Spirit is able to re- 
ceive. 

So, this present age is called the 
dispensation of the Spirit, because the 
Spirit of God has gone forth into the 
world to woo and win those who will 
enter the church, and thus be found 
in the bride of Christ to be presented 
unto Him on the glorious nuptial day 
that is surely coming. The Holy Spirit 
was not given for this purpose until 
the day of Pentecost. But our Lord 
said that “when he is come, he will 
convict the world of sin, and of right- 
eousness, and of judgment.” This the 
Spirit of God is now doing, through 
the ministry of the preached gospel, 
convincing men of their sin, wooing 
souls to Christ, and forming and 
teaching the church. This is just what 
the apostle James declared to the 
perplexed church in its early days: 
“God did visit the Gentiles to take 
out of them a people for his name.” 
In this respect He said, “Agree the 
words of the prophets, as it is written. 
After this I will return and will build 
again the tabernacle of David which 
is fallen down, and I will build again 
the ruins thereof, and will set it up.” 
You see, while the prophets knew 
nothing about the church—a gather- 
ing out of a people unto the name of 
Christ from all nations, yet they knew 
there was a time coming when the 
Lord would return to this earth and 
build again the fallen house of David. 
James claimed that this gathering 
out from all the nations did not in 
any way disagree with the sayings of 
the prophets concerning the’ restora- 
tion of the kingdom. 

This gathering out of heavenly peo- 
ple is now going on. The gospel of the 
free grace of God is being offered to 
all men, and all who receive it enter 
the church, which Christ calls “my 
church.” It began at Pentecost. How 
long it will take for the completion of 
the church? Until that moment when 
“the archangel (sounds) the trump of 
God, and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first, then we which are alive and re- 
main shall be caught up together 
with them to meet the Lord in the 
air; and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord.” It is then the church, formed 
by the Holy Spirit to be the bride of 
Christ, will be caught up out of the 
world to be presented unto Christ as 
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His glorious bride, to be always with 
Him and to be like Him, to appear 
with Him in glory when He appears 
in the sight of an astonished world, 
and, last of all, to reign with Him, 
when His kingdom is set up, over all 
the nations of the earth. There you 
have the mystery of the church ac- 
cording to the Scripture. 

THE MYSTERY OF THE KINGDOM 

I put it this way because the words 
of our Lord plainly mean that there 
is something concerning the kingdom 
which is mysterious and obscure to 
many. “It is given unto you to know 
the mysteries of the kingdom of heav- 
en.” Thus declares the Redeemer to 
His loyal disciples. But unto others, 
no matter how religious and clever 
and learned, it is not given to have 
that understanding. The Lord defin- 
itely said it, therefore it must be true; 
and when we consider the dense con- 
fusion that prevails, generally, con- 
cerning this subject of the kingdom, 
we know it is true. That is not be- 
cause the subject does not find ade- 
quate expression in the Scriptures. If 
we have any clear teaching in the 
Bible concerning anything, we have it 
about the kingdom. 

We have already seen that it is only 
in the New Testament, and chiefly in 
Paul’s epistles, that the mystery of 
the church is set forth. But we find 
that in both Old and New Testaments 
the references to the kingdom and 
rule of heaven are remarkably num- 
erous. There are at least 165 distinct 
places throughout the Bible in which 
our subject is definitely mentioned by 
name. Of these, 18 are in the Old 
Testament, the remainder being in 
the New. Of course, there are many 
other portions that set forth various 
characteristics of the kingdom 
without the actual use of the word. 
In the Old Testament alone the king- 
dom is mentioned, in some form, no 
less than 1,200 times. So that, because 
of such frequent references to the 
kingdom throughout the Scriptures, 
one would have reasonably thought 
there would be almost universal un- 
derstanding of its meaning. We also 
might well have wondered why our 
Lord should so definitely teach that 
there were mysteries concerning it 
that only His loyal followers would 
understand. But looking abroad 
throughout Christendom, nearly 1,900 
years after our text was spoken, and 
knowing the general confusion that 
abounds, we are obliged to recog- 
nize that the mysteries belonging to 
the kingdom are more real than might 
otherwise have been supposed. But 
where there is so much misconception 
and perplexing Bible interpretation, 
can we have any hope of ever being 
really confident that we have the 
right knowledge of the kingdom? Well, 
I am quite sure we can; that is, if we 
are loyal subjects of Christ. “For it 
is given to you to know the mysteries 
of the kingdom of heaven.” 

One reason, indeed, why so many 
believers have come to confuse the 
kingdom with the church, is the fact 
that those who arranged the headings 
for the chapters of the Old Testa- 
ment prophets usually stated that the 
blessings that were coming to men 


during the rule of God in the earth 
were the blessings that have come to 
the church. But we have already seen 
that the church is never actually 
mentioned anywhere in the Old Tes- 
tament, and not till later on in the 
New Téstament is it revealed as a 
mystery hid in God, as His secret, and 
only made known through Paul. But 
the blessings of the kingdom, proph- 
esied by the prophets, are of the most 
material and earthly character, and 
could never be made to fit in with the 
spiritual experiences of even the most 
devout men and women in the church. 
Hence, only confusion! 
THE FOUR ASPECTS OF THE 

; KINGDOM 

When we begin to take notice of the 
four aspects or phases of the kingdom, 
we are then on the way to understand 
the mysteries mentioned by our Lord. 
These aspects are indicated by the 
four different names used to define 
the kingdom. “The kingdom of God,” 
“the kingdom of heaven,” “the king- 
dom of the Son,” and “the Father’s 
kingdom” are the four definitions of 
what surely must be the same thing; 
for, it is evident, no matter what is 
said about it, that there can be only 
one kingdom of God for all time and 
under all circumstances. Why, then, 
are there four different names for the 
same kingdom? The answer to this 
question is not really difficult. This 
one kingdon:. in the Scriptures, is pre- 
sented in different ways and in dif- 
ferent aspects, and these Scriptures 
also refer to that kingdom as it is 
seen at different times. 

First, take the term “the kingdom 
of God.” This must be defined as the 
rule of God, or that sphere in which 
He rules and reigns supremely. Even 
one who is not a believer would be 
quick to recognize that. And the same 
thing can be said about the term “the 
kingdom of heaven.” The rule of 
heaven must mean the same thing as 
the rule of God. But why these two 
distinct names for the same thing? 
Here would seem to be the answer. 
To the world in a general and com- 
prehensive way it is presented as the 
kingdom of God; but to the Jews, 
dispensationally, as the kingdom of 
heaven. It is only in the Gospel by 
Matthew that the latter term is used, 
but often it is used interchangeably 
with “kingdom of God,” as a compar- 
ison of the Scriptures can show. 

So then we learn that the kingdom 
of heaven is a definite phase of the 
rule of God in this world. It has 
mainly a twofold dispensational ap- 
plication—first, to the spiritual and 
invisible rule of God in the hearts of 
believers during this present interval 
in which the Holy Spirit is gathering 
out of the church unto Christ, and, 
second, it refers to the visible reign 
of Christ over the earth during the 
millennium, when our blessed Lord 
will hold complete sway over all the 
nations of the earth. It is for the 
latter phase of the kingdom of heaven 
that the church has been praying 
during the last nineteen years: “Thy 
kingdom come, thy will be done on 
earth as it is in heaven.” The king- 
dom has not yet come in this sense.

THEY’VE SAVED 40,000 LIVES 


Hapless people, bent on self- 
destruction, turn to this 44-year-old 
organization to get the power and 
courage and faith to carry on. 


In a voice tense with emotion, a 
young woman guest at the old Fifth 
Avenue Hotel in New York City 
phoned the hotel clerk. “I’ve got to 
talk to a minister.” He was unable to 
locate one till the next morning. 
When the Rev. Harry Marsh Warren 
arrived, the girl had already taken 
poison and lay dying. 

She clutched the pastor’s hand. “I 
was so lonely and miserable after my 
family died ...I couldn’t hold out any 
longer,” she moaned. “If only you 
had come sooner...” 

Dr. Warren couldn’t blot out the 
memory of that precious life wasted 
because he hadn’t been available. The 
next morning he told his congregation 
at the Central Park Baptist Church 
the story, begging them to contact 
him night or day if they felt desper- 
ate. He ran a similar: plea in news- 
papers. 

When eleven would-be _ suicides 
came flocking, this humanitarian re- 
signed his pulpit and dedicated his 
life to instilling courage to carry on 
in the weary and tormented. From 
door to door through New York’s busi- 
ness houses this humble, sensitive- 
faced clergyman trudged, soliciting 
funds to support his unique venture. 

That was back in 1906. Today the 
National Save-A-Life League, Inc., is 
a religious, nonsectarian, nonprofit 
agency that has saved 40,000 valuable 
lives. Ten years ago, when Dr. Warren 
passed away, his tall, dark, burly son, 
Harry Marsh Warren, Jr., was elected 
president. Mr. Warren’s sweet-faced 
wife, Florence, works side by side with 
her husband; they met twenty-five 
years ago while counseling for the 
League. 

Remembering the elder Warren’s 
tragic experience with the dying girl, 
the Warrens can be reached day or 
night by phoning their Fifth Avenue 
headquarters. Daily, their staff combs 
newspapers and phones hospitals for 
leads which they follow immediately. 

The organization’s primary purpose 
is to prevent suicide. Often it pays for 
food, doctor bills, finds jobs for the 
dangerously despondent. No charge is 
made to anyone, rich or poor. Seven 
full-time employees and eighteen min- 
ister-counselors throughout the coun- 
try make up its payroll. Doctors, 
psychiatrists, lawyers and _ business- 
men donate their services. The League 
depends on faith for its $55,000 annual 
budget. . 

“Sometimes our bank _ balance 
touches bottom,” forty-eight-year- 
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old Harry Warren admits, “but God 
never lets us down.” Last fall, twenty- 
four hours before she was to be evict- 
ed a trembling, bent old lady frantic- 
ally appealed for help. “Before they 
dump my belongings on the street, 
T’ll turn on the gas.” There wasn’t 
enough in the treasury to meet her 
back rent; the Warrens spent a night 
of prayer. In the morning’s mail a fat 
check arrived from a would-be suicide 
they had saved! 

Hope restored, the old lady got a 
job as companion to a wealthy wom- 
an. “I’m glad I felt so low I phoned 
you last October,” she wrote the War- 
rens. “Then it was ‘how deep the 
lake’; now it’s ‘how high the stars.’ 
You are right: keep the faith, and it 
will keep you.” 

Prayer and faith are the chief allies 
of the Save-A-Lifers. Since childhood, 
Warren has been deeply religious. 
While attending college, he spent a 
summer vacation working with his 
father. So engrossed did he become in 
the fight to rekindle faith in the de- 
feated, he’s remained with the League 
ever since! Every Sunday morning 
finds the Warrens with their young- 
sters, in deep devotion at the First 
Baptist Church of Mt. Vernon, N. Y. 
There they gain their spiritual re- 
freshment. 

The Warrens possess such all-abid- 
ing belief that even agnostics are 
impressed with their sincerity and 
peace of mind. “When you have the 
real Spirit of Christ in your heart, you 
know you are never alone. Let God in; 
and He will never desert you,” they 
say. 

From their experiences, they’ve 
evolved tips to lift one immediately 
over his dispondency. To the despair- 
ing who call personally and those who 
write in, these hints have proved 
blessings. 

1. Pray for help and go to church 
regularly. 

2. Use your muscles instead of your 
fatigued emotions. Chopping wood or 
scrubbing a floor is an excellent spir- 
it-lifter. One would-be suicide had 
promised his small daughter a doll 
house, which he felt he must make be- 
fore he destroyed himself. He became 
so fascinated in whittling it he com- 
pletely forgot his black mood! 

3. Listen to fine music; a soothing 
symphony has helped save many a 
man. Try singing songs, or playing an 
instrument; your mind and body will 
relax. 

4. Cultivate a hobby. A stamp col- 
lection did the trick for several de- 
spairing souls. 

5. Live only in the present. Forget 
yesterday’s defeats, tomorrow’s prob- 
lems. You can get through this day. 
Tomorrow always dawns brighter. 

6. Visit a friend or stranger who 
needs comforting. The busier you keep 


yourself helping others, the higher the 
lift to your morale. 

7. Become an optimist; think cheer- 
ful thoughts constantly. If you get to 
— you can lick your troubles, you 
will. 

8. Try to think of the funniest thin 
that ever happened to you. Don’t be 
afraid to laugh heartily. 

The Warrens’ toughest case was a 
once-wealthy, 60-year-old manufac- 
turer. His clothes wrinkled, his eyes 
red from lack of sleep, he stood de- 
jectedly in the doorway of t 
League’s modest headquarters. 

“Perhaps we can help you,” Warren 
said in his warm, sympathetic tones, 
as he led the older man to a chair. 
The latter hesitated. ‘“Won’t you give 
us a chance?” 

Slowly and bitterly the _ visitor 
poured out his despair. He had 
gambled away his business. All he had 
left was a life insurance policy, on 
which $300 was due. “I can’t raise 
300 cents,” he groaned. 

Warren nodded once or twice dur- 
ing the heartbroken recital, his face 
mirroring neither surprise nor disgust. 
“I’m sure we’ll find a way out,” he 
said gently. “But you’re exhausted. 
Here’s ten dollars. Get a couple of 
meals and a good night’s rest. Promise 
me you'll be back tomrrow.” 

Persuading a would-be suicide to 
delay is 80 per cent of the battle. No 
one really wants to die; get through 
a ray of hope to a man, and he’ll 
grab it. 

It took many long, painful sessions 
to reach that man. When, as is th 
usual custom, Warren _ suggeste 
prayer the man demurred. “I grad- 
uated from that Sunday School ma- 
larkey with my first pair of longies.” 
Temporarily the counselor let it slide. 

In vain he appealed to the desperate 
man’s sense of honor. “Surely your 
wife prefers to live in comparative 
poverty with you than alone in luxury. 
Besides, what if the insurance com- 
pany smells a rat and refuses to pay? 
Think of the stigma you’d inflict up- 
on your loved one!” Through harrow- 
ing hours the erstwhile suicide sat 
sullen and unmoved. 

Finally Warren said, ‘““My faith sus- 
tains me. Do you mind if.I pray for 
you?” 

“TI don’t believe in prayer or God,” 
the man said. “But if you want to, go 
ahead.” 

Warren bowed his greying head. 
“Dear Father, hear your child who 
needs your love and guidance.” The 
agnostic’s eyes brimmed with tears. 
Down on his knees he went. “O God,” 
he sobbed, “help me. I didn’t realize 
what a horrible sin I had planned.” 


The rest was easy. With me 


strength rebuilt, the man who lacke 
the courage to face life is now a hap- 
py, well-adjusted citizen. The League 
placed him as a factory manager. 
Despite popular belief, very few 
take their lives because of love disap- 
pointments. The chief reason for self- 
destruction is lack of faith in the 
Almighty. Usually it’s coupled with 
finances, poor health, or loss of home 
and position.- Strangely enough, not 
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the really poor, but the rich and com- 
fortably fixed who have met reverses, 
take the coward’s way out. During the 
‘ stock-market crash, brokers and 
bankers by the dozen besieged the 
Qin s bites The chronically poor, it 

seems, become inured to hardship. The 
most popular age bracket: 25-45. 
Seventy-five per cent of all self- 
killers are men. 

The Warrens estimate their agency 
saves 1,000 lives a year. Check-ups 

rove only a score backslide after 

unseling. 

When Mrs. Jones (not her name, of 
course) phones hysterically that she 
plans to shoot herself, the Warrens 
try to make her promise to come in 
first and talk things over. Their coun- 
sellors, master psychologists, encour- 
age the despairing to speak freely; 
once the mind is unburdened the 
abyss seems less black. They stress the 
fact that their group has no motive 
other than to help. Even to confused 
minds, this altruism carries tremen- 
dous weight. 

If Mrs. Jones refuses to visit, they 
rush a field worker to her home. 
a employees are available at any 

our. 

Wealthy Mrs. Holmes had lost her 
husband and only child within a year. 
Brooding alone in her apartment, she 
neglected to take care of the rheuma- 
toid arthritis that gnarled her limbs 
and left her panting with pain. Rock- 
ing back and forth, she insisted she 
had nothing to look forward to but 

rogressive paralysis. Why not end the 
@rriire> 

Alarmed, her next-door neighbor 
contacted the Warrens, who arranged 
for a doctor to give the distraught 
widow injections that eased her pain 
and halted the disease’s progress. 
“God didn’t mean for you to sit and 
mope,” the counsellor finally said. 
“You have lost your child? Forget 
your anguish in helping others.” In 
serving crippled tots Mrs. Holmes has 
found a reason for living. She’s so 
busy she hasn’t time to think of her 
misfortunes! 

Children are terribly affected by a 
parent’s suicide. The shock and shame 
often prove too much for young 
shoulders to bear. Twelve-year-old 
Johnny may get to thinking: “Pop 
was right. I may as well follow him. 
Nobody cares.” That’s why League 
workers always study newspapers. 
Within twenty-four hours a suicide’s 
children are whisked off to camp for 
a change of atmosphere. League 
counsellors visit them regularly; at 
Christmas they come bearing gifts. 

Not only newspapers, hospitals and 

friends, but relatives, lawyers and 
@Qeccicrs tip off the League. A San 

Francisco mother saved her daught- 
er’s life in New York by wiring the 
agency, begging them to call on the 
lonely girl. 

Strange as it may seem, corres- 
pondence proves a very effective 
weapon in thwarting self-destruction. 
Last year two thousand letters poured 
in from the beaten all over the coun- 
try. The majority sought concrete ad- 
vice on how to get a new grip on life! 
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In emergencies, the Warrens im- 
mediately contact their nearest rep- 
resentative, a minister _ special- 
ly trained to counsel. He takes over. 
You'll find these advisors in large 
cities such as Chicago, Topeka, Cin- 
cinnati, Dayton and Ft. Worth. 

You’d think a tormented soul would 
turn to his loved ones? It isn’t so! 
Usually it’s easier to unburden one’s 
self to a stranger, especially an ex- 
perienced counselor. All League in- 
terviews are confidential; an appli- 
cant isn’t even asked his name or ad- 
dress! , 

The Save-A-Lifers dispute the be- 
lief that anyone attempting suicide 
is a mental case. They agree with the 
late Dr. Thomas W. Salmon, president 
of the American Psychiatric Associa- 
tion: “To practically everyone at 
some time death seems the only so- 
lution.” Just one of six who seek their 
help requires psychiatric care. 

A prominent woman physician in 


her early forties came to see Warren, 
“All my thoughts were centered in my 
work, till I met this widowed doctor.” 
They planned to marry. When he kept 
putting off the wedding, she discov- 
ered that he had another sweetheart. 
Overcome with shame, she had twice 
attempted suicide. “I’m afraid I'll get 
the urge to try again,” she confessed. 
Even her once beloved work had lost 
its savor. 

Warren sent her to a psychiatrist. 
After many gruelling sessions she was 
able to view her mistake in the proper 
light. Her despondence was the re- 
sult of a bad conscience: she had be- 
trayed her faith. Today, she’s an un- 
derstanding woman, happy once again 
in her work. 

“We all get low at times,” Harry 
Warren candidly admits. “The best 
antidotes I know are: faith in a High- 
er Being; interest in others; hobbies, 
like music. Be kind to those you meet. 
Even a smile can save a life!”

Some of the last words of Jesus 
during the passion week have special 
significance, such as, “Let not your 
heart be troubled”; “I will send you 
another Comforter”; “Peace I leave 
with you”; and, “Ye love one another 
as I have loved you”; “I have called 
you friends.” The last statement 
brings man and Christ into one of the 
closest relationships of any scripture. 
Up to this time His apostles had been 
called servants, disciples, followers, 
and many more names. 

Being friend to God and Christ is a 
great privilege, for when we pray, we 
feel that we need something; when 
we serve, we feel that we owe some- 
thing; but when we enjoy fellowship 
as friends, we enjoy it without special 
sense of need or obligation. 

Most of us know what it is to sit 
in the company of a true friend. There 
is expressed confidence, equality, en- 
joyment, and liberty. The Lord Jesus 
designs to call us “friends.” 

Abraham, who is called “the friend 
of God,” had the privilege of the Lord 
appearing unto him in the plains of 
Mamre, and he sat with Him in the 
tent door in the heat of the day. What 
an honor it is to have the God of 
heaven to be a close friend to you! 
He does not appear in the form of a 
man to people any more, but those 
who live above reproach have His 
Spirit to live with them, for our bodies 
are the temples of God; if any man 
defile the temple of God, him shall 
God destroy. 

Since God and man are friends, 
I wonder if God does not expect us to 
be friendly to one another. The Word 
states, “How can a man love God 
and hate his brother?” If he cannot 
love his brother whom he sees each 
day, how can he love God whom he 
has not seen? How can a man be a 
friend to God whom he has not seen, 


and not a friend to those who live 
about him? 

If we love God, we will love humani- 
ty; if we are a friend to God, it is 
like an artesian well—we cannot hide 
it. Friendship will spring out upon 
others. If we would have friends, we 
must first show ourselves friendly. 
He does not abide where He is not 
welcome. In the twenty-fifth chapter 
of Matthew, we have one example of 
a nation blessed because of its friend- 
ship to the brethren. Any nation will 
be blessed of God that has a friendly 
attitude toward God. History repeats 
this over and over. Germany and 
Italy are present-day examples of this. 
If God can find the proper place in 
the heart of Americans, He will con- 
tinue to smile upon us as a nation. 
May we start this relationship in each 
individual heart. Do not wait on 
others. Often a friend is one that will 
stick closer than a brother. A friend 
is one that will not leave you when 
you are in trouble; Christ proved this, 
after Simon Peter denied Him three 
times: He mercifully restored him; 
placed the job of feeding His sheep 
and lambs on him; did not forsake 
him. A true friend will always be your 
friend in right or wrong. He will not 
uphold you in wrong, but is waiting 
to help you.

That is self-evident. Why should we 
still pray for it to come, as is done 
throughout Christendom, if the king- 
dom of heaven is already on the 
earth? And wherever in all the world 
is the rule of God to be found in the 
affairs of men? What kingdom is 
there, large or small, where Christ is 
recognized and honored as the true 
King? Therefore, the kingdom of 
heaven is not yet on the earth. So, 
dear friend, you can continue to fer- 
vently pray to Christ, “Thy kingdom 
come.” 

Yet, while the kingdom of heaven 
is not in evidence among any specific 
people on the earth, there are men 
and women who have truly surren- 
dered the rule over their hearts and 
lives unto Christ. These seek first the 
kingdom of God and His righteous- 
ness in everything. To them the will 
of Christ is supreme over all else. 
They have been made meet to be 
partakers of the inheritance of the 
saints in light, and have been deliv- 
ered from the power of darkness and 
translated into the kingdom of God’s 
dear Son. (See Col. 1:12.) It is for 
these that “the kingdom of God is 
not meat and drink; but righteous- 
ness, and peace, and joy in the Holy 
Ghost,” Rom. 14:17. 


THE SAINTS AND THE KINGDOM 


When the kingdom of heaven has 
come to the earth, and Christ reigns 
as King of kings and Lord of lords, 
the position of these saints will be 
most wonderful. Think well over this 
remarkable fact. These will not then 
appear as subjects of the kingdom of 
heaven. They will not be reigned over, 
but will reign in glorious association 
with the great King. Have you ever 
before thought about this? Listen, we 
are “heirs of God and joint heirs with 
Christ.” “When Christ, who is our life, 
shall appear, then shall we also ap- 
pear with him in glory.” “We know 
not what we shall be, but we know 
that when he shall appear we shall 
be like him; for we shall see him as he 
-.” 

Is this not all very wonderful to 
you, dear soul? Remember, it is all 
true, every word of it. The great God, 
Himself, has made it all known. But 
there are still more wonderful things 
yet to be said about the saints in the 
coming manifestation of the king- 
dom. I want you to be quite convinced 
about your glorious position in the 
coming time; that is, if you have sur- 
rendered your life to Christ. If you 
have not, I hope to make you feel now 
that there is nothing more desirable 
for you in all the world. 

Now see what our Lord said concern- 
ing the twelve disciples who followed 
Him. These words were spoken the 
night before He died on Calvary: “I 
appoint unto you a kingdom, as my 
Father hath appointed unto me; that 
ye may eat and drink at my table in 
my kingdom, and sit on thrones judg- 
ing the twelve tribes of Israel,” Luke 
22:29. This, we are distinctly told, 
happens when Christ. comes again to 
set up His kingdom over the world. 
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Then, Paul says the saints will not 
only judge the world, but will also 
“judge angels,” 1 Cor. 6:2. Then our 
own Lord declares that “to him that 
overcometh will I grant to sit with 
me in my throne, even as I also over- 
came and am set down with my Fa- 
ther in his throne.” All these will live 
and reign with Christ in His glorious 
kingdom. It is then, also, that “the 
righteous shall shine forth as the sun 
7 the kingdom of their Father,” Matt. 
12:43. 

But, never forget it. All those who 
thus share with Christ in His trium- 
phant glory will be resurrected, im- 
mortal, glorified saints. There is an- 
other aspect—that of the peoples of 
the world who will be reigned over 
by Christ and His risen saints. At the 
head of these earthly nations will be 
restored Israel. 


ISRAEL HAS EVER LOOKED FOR 
THIS KINGDOM 

From the earliest times their in- 
spired prophets taught the people of 
Israel to eagerly look forward to the 
time when the Lord, Himself, their 
Messiah, would come in person to 
establish His glorious reign of right- 
eousness on the earth. This was the 
burden of the most exalted prophe- 
cies and the grand theme of the most 
rapturous songs in the divine Book. 

And here is a wonderful thing: the 
bright halo that always surrounded 
this glorious hope in their thoughts 
seemed to completely hinder them 
from seeing that Christ had first to 
come in humiliation in order to suffer 
for our sins. 

Ask a Jew what is the kingdom of 
God, or of heaven, and his unhesi- 
tating reply will be: “The coming of 
the Messiah to reign over the house of 
His father David, and to be King over 
all the earth.” Thus would he answer 
because this is the distinct teaching 
of those Scriptures the Jew still reads 
in his synagogue on the Sabbath. It 
was this the angel told Mary con- 
cerning Christ, before she brought 
forth her wonderful Son. The wise 
men sought Him, after His birth, as 
He that was born King of the Jews. 
It was as such He was crucified. When 
Christ commenced to offer Himself to 
Israel, the forerunner went about say- 
ing: “Repent, for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand.”

PRESENT PHASE OF THE 
KINGDOM 


The Lord is now absent, in heaven, 
where He sits on His Father’s throne. 
He is the Nobleman who has gone 
away into the far country to receive 
a kingdom and return. While He is 
away, His servants are going out into 
the world declaring the glorious fact 
that all who believe in Christ will be 
saved. But associated with the be- 
lieving ones are multitudes who serve 
Christ with their lips but not with 
their hearts. All these, faithful and 
unfaithful, on the earth, are included 
in the present phase’ of the kingdom 
of heaven.
